WHISKEY DEATHOYEDR AT JONNXsIOWS TO

PALD FUR BY THE PENASYLVANIY,
Prreaneira s ~Judge Fell decided
agalnst the Pennsylvania Hailroad Com-
jrany’s apulication ora reversal of a verdiot
Indempifying u nlnrpo-r over tho line whose
goods were lost fn the Johnstown flood. The
goods [n dispute consisted of 10 birrels of
whisky shipped from  LHethany, Pa., to
Lang Bernniemer & Co,, of Philadelphia,
It was shown that while purt of the treieht
train containing the whisky was  wwept
away by the water, the car in which it was
loaded remained unllaLllml. but was desert-
ed by the crew. A mob of vagnbonds voieed
the Uguor, and a committes of citivens was
obiigel to take it from them and desiroy it
for the protection of the vommnuity and
preservation of order.  As pmployes of the
road had neglectsd to  interfere  with  the
plunderers, the julge relused lo interiere
with the jury's verdict.
